ANNUAL  REPORT OF TIffi  MDICAL OFFICER OF ^_LTH_F  1956_. 

Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs,  Aldiss  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1956, 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  1956  was  6, 710,  an  increase 
of  60  over  that  of  the  preceding  year* 

VITAL STATISTICS. 

109  live  births  of  which  8 v/ere  illegitimate,  were  registered  during 
the  year,  and  there  were  61  deaths  from  all  causes. 

The  birth  rate  (16,24)  was  slightly  loiTOr  than  last  year  (16,39)  and 
the  England  and  Wales  rate  was  15,7. 

There  wore  3 still  births  giving  a still  birth  rate  of  0.45  as  against 
0,15  last  year,  while  the  England  and  Wales  rate  was  0,35 

The  births  comparability  factor,  the  ratio  of  the  national  to  the 
local  fertility  index,  remained  at  1,01. 

The  number  of  deaths  showed  a further  decrease,  61  as  against  65, 
and  this  gives  a death  rate  of  9,09,  a decrease  of  0,69  and  the  lowest 
ever  recorded.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11,73, 

The  deaths  comparability  factor  was  0,86. 

There  wore  3 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  ago  (2  under  4 weeks 
of  ago),  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  27.52  compared  with  the 
England  and  BTales  rate  of  23,9.  The  causes  of  death  were  (l)  pulmonary 
a-i- olcotasis  (2)  meningitis  and  hydrocephalus  (3)  prematurity. 

Infectious  diseases  were  responsible  for  4 deaths  - influenza  2 
and  pneumonia  2 . 

The  smaller  number  of  deaths  can  bo  attributed  entirely  to  the  marked 
fall  in  deaths  duo  to  cancer  - only  8 as  against  16  last  year. 

I WECT I OUB M SEASES 

72  cases  of  infectious  disease  wore  notified  during  the  year. 

Sea riot .FgXQW*  The  number  of  cases  notified’-  38  - seems  to  bo 
the  highest  over  recorded.  The  majority  of  the  oases  (24)  occurred  in 
tho  throe  months,  April,  May  and  Juno,  and  quite  a largo  percentage  of 
the  children  attended  Doreham  Secondary  Modern  (Girls)  School,  or  had 
some  connection  with  this  school,  Sv/abbing  of  selected  classes, 
teaching  and  canteen  staff,  did  not  yield  any  important  information.

All  YToro  mild  in  characior  and  consoquonily  GffGO'fcivo  isolat;ion 
from  th-G  othGr  mombGrs  of  tho  family  could  not  bo  maintainod  for  long. 

MoasLos . Only  1 case  was  notified  and  this  will  inevitably  result 
in  a largo  outbreak  in  the  future  owing  to  tho  accumulation  of 
susceptible  children. 

Dysentery.  7 cases  wore  notified  and  two  families  wore  involved 
mainly.  The  cases  wore  not  severe  and  the  problem  here  is  that  the 
carrier  condition,  after  recovery,  may  be  prolonged . As  yet  no  drug  is 
known  which  can  effectively  deal  with  this  condition. 

There  should  bo  no  complacency  in  dealing  with  this  disease,  the 
mildness  of  Y/hich  may  load  to  the  neglect  of  elementary  hygienic 
precautions . 

Food  Poisoning:,  Three  cases  wore  notified  during  the  year, 

Tho  first  case  was  duo  to  Salmonella  typhimurium  infection,  tho 
origin  of  which  was  not  traced. 

Tho  second  case  appeared  to  bo  duo  to  staphylococcus  aureus. 

The  patient  had  chicken  paste  « ’’Far  ITorth”  variety  - on  bread  for  her 
tea  and  shortly  after  consimiption  tho  typical  synptoms  developed. 

Her  baby  also  had  a little  of  the  paste  and  was  out  of  soi’ts  the 
following  day.  The  husband  had  no  paste  and  remained  perfectly  Y/ell* 

Tho  remnants  of  the  jar  wore  sent  to  the  laboratory  and  a profuse  groYrbh 
of  staphylococcus  aureus  Y/as  isolated,  fivo  jars  of  the  same  consignment 
all  that  remained  in  the  shop  - gave  no  bacterial  broivth  on  examination. 

Tho  third  case  Y/as  a typical  mussel  poisoning,  which  appears  to 
be  quite  rare  although  largo  numbers  of  oysters  are  consumed  in  this  area 

The  incidence  of  the  notifiable  diseases  is  given  in  tho  following 
tablos,  the  first  giving  tho  total  notifications  with  the  corresponding 
figures  for  tho  previous  three  years,  and  tho  second  table  giving  the  ago 
distribution.

In  the  present  state  of  our  knovj’lodgo  tho  only  sound  advico  to  bo 
given  is  to  cut  out  smoking  ontiroly.  I can  see  no  way  of  convincing 
tho  avorago  boy  or  girl  leaving  school  that  v^hat  they  do  now  is  likely 
to  cause  serious  troublo  30,  40  or  more  years  lator.

POLIO VACC IMT  ION . 

Polio  vaccination  was  offered  to  children  born  in  tho  years 
1947-54  inclusive.  During  this  period  3163  births  woro  registered  in 
East  Deroham  and  Mitford  and  Launditch  Rural  District.  There  were  1078 
acceptances  giving  an  acceptance  rate  of  31^  approximately,  a rate  which 
compared  favourably  with  tho  other  districts  of  tho  County. 

In  an  innovation  of  this  nature  it  was  not  surprising  to  find  that 
parents  were  unwilling  to  have  the  younger  age  childron  vaccinated.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Of  tho  five  water  samples  sent  to  the  County  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  by  tho  Public  Health 
Inspector,  four  woro  reported  as  being  highly  satisfactory  and  one' 
unsatisfactory.  Tho  unsatisfactory  report  was  on  Y\rator  from  a shallow 
well  which  has  boon  replaced  by  a'  supply  from  tho  town  mains. 

A surwoy  is  being  made  of  all  remaining  wells  in  the  Toftwood 
area  to  establish  the  suitability  of  tho  water  for  hnman  consumption.

Hoy/  m.ain  extensions  vroro  carried  out  to  throe  small  building  sites, 
at  Sivanton  Road,  Cecil  Road  and  Sivanton  Avenue,  none  of  which  are  complete. 


88  properties  and  houses  have  boon  connected  to  the  town  supply. 
Hoad  Works . 


Ho  additione.l  equipment  or  plant  has  been,  installed  during  the  year. 
An  urgent  need  is  the  additional  filter  mentioned  last  yoar  owing  to  the 
peak  demand  YJhich  has  risen  to  16,000  gallons  por  hour.  The  present 
filters  can  only  pass  12,000  g.p.h.  The  yoarly  consumption  has  risen 
15%  in  the  last  10  years .

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Stage  1 of  the  rooenstruotion  of  the  disposal  p/orks  is  nearing 
completion.  Briefly  it  includes  improvements  to  the  design  of  tho 
settlement  tanks,  increased  filtration  area,  additional  h\mius  tanks 
and  a digestion  tank.  Recirculation  is  also  provided  for  which  will 
ensure  a reasonablo  standard  of  effluent  being  discharged  into  tho 
stream. 

After  ten  years  of  continuous  resistance  by  various  Ministerial 
Departments  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  tho  Toftwood  Sewage  Scheme 
has  been  commenced.  I consider  the  Council  and  its  officials  are  to  bo 
congratulated  for  their  persistent  and  untiring  efforts  towards 
improving  the  public  health  facilities  in  tho  area  which  have  boon  a 
source  of  concern  to  me  for  some  time. 

Test  baiting  of  tho  main  sowars  shows  no  evidence  of  rat  infestation, 
C LO  SET  A C C OMpDAT  I , 

In  1951  the  Council  decided  to  discontinue  their  various  schemes 
for  pail  closet  conversion  throughout  tho  town  because  the  disposal  works 
was  unable  to  cope  with  tho  increased  input.  The  enlargement  of  the 
works  allop\rs  these  schemes  to  be  revived  and  I should  like  to  see  them 
put  in  hand  without'  delay. 

Night  soil  collection  in  the  central  and  outlying  parts  of  the 
district  has  been  satisfactory  and  few  complaints  were  received. 

Towards  tho  end  of  tho  year  the  Council  considered  a report  on 
the  emptying  of  septic  tanks,  particularly  in  relation  to  tho  Toftwood 
area  and  it  was  decided  they  should  bo  emptied  taice  per  year  free  of 
charge . 


PUBLIC  CLBilNSING; 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  in  tho  built  up  area  of  the 
town  and  elsewhere  monthly. 

Tho  amount  of  refuse  collected  is  continuously  on  the  increase  and 
requests  by  tho  Council  to  householders  to  reduce  their  refuse  by 
burning  their  paper  and  cardboard  boxes  had  little  effect.  If  tho 
increase  continues  it  appears  a larger  vehicle  will  bo  nocossary. 

There  wore  no  complaints  of  fly  or  smell  nuisance  from  tho  refuse 
tip  during  tho  year  and  only  one  small  surface  fire  was  reported. 

Routine  street  scavenging  has  boon  maintained  satisfactorily.

A factory  refuse  tip  which  had  been  causing  a smoke  nuisance  to 
residents  in  the  area  has  been  closed.  The  same  area  is  also  affected 
by  smoke  from  a laundry  and  though  the  firm  are  prepared  to  install  an 
oil  fuel  plant,  it  appears  they  are  having  difficulty  in  obtaining 
approval  from  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power  duo  to  tho  oil  shortage.

Tv\ro  houses  were  fumigated  and  two  lots  of  bedding  wore  stoam 
disinfested.  No  cases  of  bod  bugs  or  fleas  were  reported.

HOUSING* 


Twentythroo  housos  were  olosed  drrir^ the  unde r the  Council's 
slum  clearance  programme  which  brings  the  total  number  of  houses 
subject  to  closing  orders  in  the  district  to  thirtynino. 

I would  suggest  this  is  a sufficient  imabor  of  housos  with  which 
to  commence  the  formulation  of  clearance  areas  and  if  the  Council  are 
to  demolish  the  161  housos  already'  agreed  before  1960  it  seems  essential 
that  actual  demolition  works  should  proceed  without  delay*

FOOD CONDEMNED. 


A complaint  of  mould  on  broad  v/as  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories.  The  broad  was  found  to  bo  satisfactory. 

Food  premises  were  inspected  under  the  Food  Hygieno  Regulations 
and  alterations  and  improvements  necessary  for  compliance  with  the 
regulations  are  under  consideration.

Moat  is  inspootod  at  tho  slaughter  house  every  day  of  the  week  with 
the  exception  of  Thursday.  Tho  standard  of  moat  produced  remains  high 
but  conditions  under  which  it  is  accomplishod  loaves  much  to  bo  desired. 


Certain  minor  improvements  have  boon  carried  out  at  tho  slaughter 
house  and  a licence  is  to  bo  issued  for  a further  year.  Alternatives  to 
tho  present  arrangements  are  under  consideration  by  the  Council.

OPIHIQH. 

This  Y/ater  is  of  good  organic  quality  and  the  chemical  analysis  as  a 
Y/hole  shoYvs  no  sign  of  pollution.  Little  alteration  has  taken  place  in 
the  analytical  characteristics  of  this  Y\rater  since  it  was  analysed  in 
February  1955  (our  Cert,  Ho,  936F);  the  salinity  is  slightly  higher  and 
the  iron  content  is  practically  negligible  on  this  occasion.  The  reaction 
of  the  water  is  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality,  as  is  desirable  in  the 
public  supply,  to  avoid  corrosive  action  on  metals.  Tho  odour,  taste  and 
appearance  of  the  water  yjgto  o,11  satisfactory  and  in  our  opinion  it  is 
suitable  for  drinlcing  and  general  purposes. 


Tho  fluorino  contont  has  boon  dote  mined,  for  the  first  time  on  this 
water  according  to  our  records,  and  is  of  considorablo  interest  in  as  much 
as  it  is  markedly  higher  than  than  of  tho  great  majority  of  Y\rators  used 
for  drinking  purposes  in  Norfolk,  most  of  which  contain  loss  than  0,2  p.p.mo 
of  fluorine,  Tho  highor  figure  in  tho  sample  is  a definite  advantage; 
tho  optimum  fluorino  contont  of  a drinking  Y/ater  is  usually  taken  as  1 p.p.m
